Meeting of AFoAC, held on 17 Septenter 19^3 . 

Subject: Establishment of the Joint security Committee. 

the AIRMAN noted that there rate no ninutea of the previous 
Meting to be approved. He stated that the purpose of tha meeting 
was to consider a paper that had been referred to hFoAC by the Joint 
Chiei 3 of Cta.f* tie added that this paper hod bean submitted tor the 
Chief of Staff, u.S. Any, and would establito a Joint ecurlty 
Committee. He then requested remarks from the tJKty representative. 

COL. BONIS reviewed the steps by wnieh the item on toe agenda 
had come to AMCnC. tie also reviewed the diTSOtlve which established 
AFSA and AFLAC and the APSAC Charter. COL. BO SIB noted the memorandum 
from Mr. Lovett wnich implemented NSdD No* 9* Revised. He said that 
AF3AC had not been oiflcially abolished or reorganized, and added that 
it was, however, ineffective because of tha provisions of MSCID No. 9, 
Revised. He stated that this condition left the J.C.C. without m 
advisory body for matters concerning or related to OOMINT. 

The CHAIRMAN said he aid like to make one correction to the 
Amy« s remarks.. He 3 aid that it was not Mr* Lovett * 3 action putting 
GOMINT under a different organization that made APSAC ineffective. He 
added that it was impotent before that time* 

He then requested the Navy to commentb 

RADM. AMMON said that the Navy felt that the establishment of 
suoh a committee as recommended in the paper before the Co unoil would 
in effect be a duplication of already existing committees, tie stated 
that the J.C.E.C. could handle matters for COHoEC and J.I.C. could 
handle matters for OOMINZ, He added that since those committees and 
representatives thereon presented the views of the services, it was 
not believed the proposed additional committee was necessaiy. He 
further staged that if there were any other matters to take up that 
crossed the lines of both J.C.E.C. or J.I.C*, the two 00 remittees 
could call a Joint meeting as is done for other problems at the present 
time. 



The CHAIRMAN then requested the Air Force views. 

GEN. SAMFORD said that the Air Force agreed with the views ex- 
pressed by HAEM* AMMON. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that as the director, N3A, he wished to consent 
on the proposal. He said that first he considered the timing poor, 
because a directive on COMSEC, corresponding somewhat to NACID No. 9 



APCACj 60/65 
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was expected to be published ttawntarily and would formalize 
the CQM3BC situation. If a Permittee was necessary It would be 
advisable to ascertain what ie required by that directive, he added. 
He, stated that seoondELy Me agreed with ASM* Anoo that another 
committee was not needed, because there mt% too many conalttees at 
tte present time. He farther stated that he did not see how CCKINT- 
idse such a committee oouild operate without represent .toon from tbs 
lataonaL -acurity Aganqjr because it would operate in a complete 
vacuum. Ha added that IT J.C.E.C, and J.l ,C» were used, then the 
Agency could furnish whatever assistance ie desired by the two J.C.t. 
committees and ./haa there Jere conflict*, those two consolttees could 
meet together. 

There fas a general discussion on the advisability of using the 
J.CoS.C, and the J.I.C. in olace of the pre posed ccnmittee. 

uEN. .AKPOIfl) made the motion that AFSAC reccnoend to J.C.S. that 
the provisions of the J.C.S, paper tmich established AFIAG be re- 
scinded and that the J.C.E.C. and J.I.C, be utilized, separately or 
together as determined b> the Hire o tor of the Joint staff to advise 
the J.C.S. on COMSEC and COMI'iT matters* 

ATX). AMMON seconded the motion* 

After further discussion COL. BORIN offered a counter proposal 
that action be postponed until the new directive on COMSEC was issued. 

A vote was taken on the original motion and it was not so agreed. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that tie Array now proposed to postpone action 
and to recommend that the paper be tabled by the Joint C hie fs of Sta^f 
until after the COMJEC Directive had been published and implemented. 

It jis so agreed. 

There <ws no further business to come before the Council. 

The meeting adjourned at 1U50. 
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1. At the request of the originator, tbs naaorandun in JC8 
2010/67 vaa withdrawn an 5 September 1953 from consideration by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and referred to the Armed Forces Security 
Agency Council for consent and reccasaeadaticn. 

2. At the Fortieth Meeting of AFSAC, held on 17 September 
1953, it was agreed to postpone action and to recommend that JCS 
2010/67 be tabled by the Joint Chiefs of Staff until after a 
Coouunicatlon Security Directive had been published and Im p le me n t ed., 
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
